30 days to hold hearings and repo rt 
to the President. A 30-day "cooling- 
off period is required before a walk ­ 
out may start. 
Go Ahead On Strik e 
Robertson said his union and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotiv e E ngin­ 
eers and the Switchmen’s union of 
North America w ould ‘‘go ahead w ith 
strik e plans” set fo r 6 a. m. Feb. 0. 
A strik e by the three unions, who 
claim a membership of m ore tha n 
238000, would affect about 240 rail­ 
roads and switching yards in the 
country, Robertson estim ated. 
It appeared such a walk out would 
halt rail mov ement as completely 
as in May, 1946, when the B ro ther­ 
hoods of Locomotiv e Engineers and 
Railroad Trainmen struck fo r 48 
hours before capitulating to Presi 
dent Truman's terms as troop® were 
being prepared to man the trains. 
Douglass said the m ediation board 
bad been trying since Nov . 24 to 
settle the dispute between the three 
brotherhoods and carriers. 
The Engineers report a m em ber­ 
ship of about 
90 000; the Firem en 
and Enginmen about 118.000 and 
the Switfchmen about 30,000. 
The trainmen and 18 o ther rail­ 
road unions, representing abo ut 1.- 
200,000 work ers—most of them no n­ 
operating employes—agreed last fall 
to terms with the railroads, accept­ 
ing hourly pay boosts of 15% cents. 
The brotherhoods inv olv ed in the 
present dispute, Robertson said, are 
“far behind most o ther unions o n 
the wage question.*' 
No Rates Av ailable 
No av erage pay rates fo r the o p­ 
erating unions were av ailable. The

The three injured firem en fo ught 
their way clear o f the falling brick 
and m o rtar which fell on G reen 
and Spencer. Six o ther firem en on 
the roof of the tw o-story brick and 
fram e structure leaped 15 fe e t, to 
safety on a nearby roof and climb­ 
ed down ladders. 
Estim ates of dam age In the fire 
ranged from $ 175,000 by Chief Jam es 
E G ranger to $ 200,000 by Joseph 
Russo, one of the owners. Russo 
said 40,000 cases of wine were in 
the plant.

Fuse Brings Award 


For Paul Teas, Jr. 


Jean Paul Teas, Jr., grandso n of 
the late 
Tho m as 
and 
M arietta 
Tea« of Salem , was presented the 
Legion of M erit aw ard for d istin­ 
guished Army serv ice Tuesday. 
Teas, the son of Abbie H. and the 
late Jean Paul Teas, Sr., of H ud­ 
son, earned the aw ard by his work 
on the “radio proxim ity fuse." 
He 
began work on the fuse while still a 
civ ilian and co ntinued it while serv ­ 
ing in the Army O rdnance 
de­ 
partm ent. 
The fuse has been acclaim ed by 
both scientific and m ilitary experts 
as rank ing second 
only 
to 
the 
atom ic bomb as a technical o rd­ 
nance dev elopm ent of World war II. 
It was 
used 
successfully 
against 
both Japanese and G erm an aircraft. 
Most spectacular was its affect 
on the V -l “buzz bomb" which was 
sent against London in 1944, and 
Its 
decisiv e 
em ploym ent 
against 
G erm an ground troops during the 
futil Nazi "Bulge” offensiv e. 
Teas, who held the rank of cap­ 
tain, perfo rm ed experim ental and 
testing work on the project. He also 
was activ e in England and France 
and helped Allied arm ies capitalize 
on the dev elopment. It was this 
work tha t prom pted the O rdnance 
departm ent to issue the Legion of 
M erit citatio n. 
T he aw ard carries with it com­ 
m endatio n from the B ritish A nti­ 
aircraft comm and and from num er- 
o ut U. 8 . Army combat headquar­ 
ters 
Teas liv es in Clev eland where he 
is in charge of the work s laboratory 
of the N ational Carbon Co.

Cheap-Money Scramble: Round 3 
United Auto Workers will open the big-unltm drive 
for higher wage rates in 1948. This is the third round 
in the cheap-money scramble. The first, to the spring 
of 1946, set a pattern of an 18}*-cent raise A year 
later the pattern was a 15-cent raise. 
The big unions have demonstrated what they can 
do. No one doubts that the U.A.W. has the power to 
cheapen the buying power of money still further in 
the annual process of trying to beat inflation with 
higher rate» of pay. The unions still have produced no 
statesmen with the courage to point out what is ob­ 
viously true—that the unions can make more infla­ 
tion or make leas and would be doing a service to the 
country if they took the initiative in stabilising wage 
rates to drive prices down. 
Inconsequence of union policy—or perhaps it’a a 
y-k of policy—every person living on a fixed income 
will get it In the neck again. These helpless victims 
of Inflation are being wiped out by inflation. They are 
aged persons living on pensions, savings and invest­ 
ments. They are students trying to buy an education' 
with baloney dollars They are widows, salary earners

money being robbed of its buying power by the scram­ 
ble to cheapen It, then to get enough more to make up 
for the cheapness.

Russia Gets A Duu 
Like a creditor coughing discreetly behind his hand, 
Uncle Sam is bringing up the matter of Russia's $11.- 
000,000.000 lend-lease bill, which has been the subject 
of Intermittent discussion since the war’s end. With 
the new ambassador. Panyushkin, in Washington, toe 
subject again is brought out of the files. 
What we are asking from Russia is more than we 
propose to send to Europe in the first year of the Mar 
shall plan. It is a sum so vast that even a prosperous, 
fully-recovered Russia would be taxed to pay it If she 
were so disposed—and there is no evidence that she Is. 
Russian accounts receivable on file in Washington 
art in much toe same category as reparations so care 
fufly levied against toe vanquished by the victors. 
Just as modem war reparations are a fallacy, so mi 
terial exchanged between embattled Allies is not read­ 
ily retrievable once toe Allies achieve- peace. 
However, we may be able to reclaim from Russia 
some of the ships we sent her; also possibly some eev 
iar, furs and gold dug out of the Siberian earth to be 
solemnly reinterred at Fort Knox. But we had better 
not count on Russian repayments to meet Marshall 
plan commitments.

Interstate So mething 
Bills to standardise marriage and divorce laws have 
become common in congress since a New Jersey de­ 
cision threw doubt on toe validity of Reno divorces 
Bills now before congress range from Senator Capper's 
proposal to apply the Kansas law on weddings 
throughout toe country to Senator MeCarran’s pro­ 
posal to nationalize the Reno method of obtaining di­ 
vorces. 
One suggestion to settle the matter is a federal law 
saying marriages may not be annulled nor divorces 
granted except under the laws of the state .in which 
the marriage was performed. Such a law, of course, 
would have to provide for full recognition by all states 
of judgments granted by all other stales before Its 
passage a n d if anyone questions the power of congress 
to legislate hi this field, it can be pointed out that di­ 
vorce is now interstate commerce; at least It's inter­ 
state something.
